16 Violent 
Deaths in 
Arkansas

Sixteen persons met violent 


death in Arkansas during the 
Memorial Day holiday weekend, 
nine on the state's highways, 
three in boating mishaps and 
four by drowning. 


The 'traffic death toll was a 
charp contrast to the 1965 holi- 
day 
when only two persons 


were killed. 


Five persons were killed in a 


head-on collision near Claren- 
don early Saturday. The other 
four died in single accidents. 
Only one occurred Memorial 
Day. 


Jimmy Huggins, 13, of near 


Malvern, was killed when the 
motor scooter he was ridine col- 
lided with a car a t an hiter- 
section of county roads near 
Malvern. Tony Wayne Head, 15, 
of near Malvern, driver of the 
scooter, was seriously injured, 
said State Trooper Jim Bray. 


The other traffic fatalities 


were at Hazen, near Pine Bluff, 
and at England.

Next Sunday the program will 


deal with Kennedy's yaers in 
the White House, and perhaps 
some of the loose strings will be 
tied up then. 


Obviously the producer and 


writer of the program, AI Was- 
serman, took on an enormous 
job in attempitng to explain the 
motivations behind John 
F. 


Kennedy. What showed mostly, 
alas, was the results of his big 
hunt for new television film and 
little-known photographs of the 
earnest young millionaire who 
at 23 wrote a best-selling non- 
fiction 
book, "Why England 


Slept," and who by sheer deter- 
mination overcame a physical 
handicap in order to enlist in 
the Navy during World War II. 


Some of those early photo- 


graphs and home movie clips 
showed an almost painfully thin, 
eager and shy young man going 
about the business of making 
political friends and playing 
with his friends and family. 


They were spliced with rou- 


tine newsreel clips — of Hitler 
M u s s o l i n i . 
Chamberlain, 


Churchill, FDR and Harry S 
Tniman — designed to tie Ken- 
nedy's career to great w o r l d 
event* The program, however, 
never hinted at the motivations 
that carried the young Kennedy 
to the point when, m mo, he 
was nominated for the presiden- 
cv. 


Henry Fonda read bits and 


pieces from assorted Kennedy 
writings and speeches.

and what arc the symptoms" 


A—Following an abdominal 


operation the cut surfaces in- 
side the abdominal cavity may 
stick to an adjoining structure, 
the inner surface of the cavi- 
ty, or a loop of intestine. In

symptoms but sometimes the 
adhesions form 
a batidlike 


constriction that obstructs the 
intestines in one or more 
places. Such an obstruction 
would require an operation to 
free the adhesions. 


Any other abdominal symp- 


toms are more likely to be 
caused by an injudicious diet 
or the abuse of laxatives (han 
by adhesions. Your surgeon 
now has improved ways of 
preventing a recurrence of 
adhesions when an operation. 
to free them becomes neces- 
sary. 


Q—How can a person tell 


whether or not he has syphi- 
lis? What treatment can be 
given for this disease in ;\ 
person who is allergic to peni- 
cillin? 


A—The diagnosis of syphi- 


lis is based on finding the 
causative germs in scrapings 
from syphilitic sores and by 
blood tests. In addition to 
penicillin, the antibiotics tet- 
racycline and chlorampheni- 
col will cure the disease if the 
treatment is given early in its 
course. 


Q—If a person has syphilis 


would it affect his children 
mentally, physically or both? 


A—A man cannot transmit 


syphilis to his offspring direct- 
ly. If he infects his wife, she 
will transmit it to her child 
unless the disease is discov- 
ered and treated—preferably 
before pregnancy o c c u r s . 
Syphilis of the embryo pi- 
fetus 
often 
leads to mis- 


carriage. A child born ot a 
syphilitic mother may show 
signs of Ihe disease at birth 
but syphilitic deafness, blind- 
ness and mental damage arc 
not usually seen until the child 
if in his teens. 


Q—If a blood test Cor syphi- 


lis is reported as non-reactive 
does this mean a person has 
had syphilis hut can no longer 
transmit the disease to any- 
one else? 


A—"Non-reactive" lias re- 


placed "negative" on reports 
from most laboratories. Such

A—Sialiiis is ait inflamma- 


tion of a salivary gland, Aside 
from mumps and poisoning 
with mercury and other heavy 
metals it is'rarely seen. The 
treatment would depend on 
the cause and the extent, of 
the damage would depend'on 
such factors as the amount of 
poison 
involved 
and 
how 


promptly effective treatment 
was started.

Forster, president of the Hope 
Board of Realtors, urged the 
area's Represnetative and Sen- 
ators today. 


In a communication to Sena- 


tors, McClellan and Fulbright, 
and to Rep. Jim Trimble, Mr. 
Foster poined out, on behalf of 
the board, the threat to the tra- 
ditional freedom of choice and 
contract that s contined in the 
drastic federal forced housing 
proposal introduced at t h e re- 
quest of President Johnson, Title 
IV of the new civil rights bill. 
The local board is one of 1,523 
boards affiliated with the 83,000 
member National Association of 
Real Estate Boards which has 
expressed its concern over the 
proposal. 


"Under the facade of banning 


bias on the grounds of race, co- 
lor, religion, or national origin, 
this bill would empower the fed- 
eral government to force an own- 
er to sell or rent his propety to 
a person not of his choice, whet- 
her the property is h i home, 
rental property, a room for rent 
in his home or boarding house, 
or even land to be used as the 
sit eof housing," Foster said. 


"While the objective of open 


occupancy is pariseworthy, this 
proposed means of accomplish- 
ing it is one hundred per cent 
wrong, since true and lasting 
acceptance 
of neighbors 
by 


neighbors can be accomplished 
only by understanding and edu- 
cation fostered voluntarily by 
churches, schools, and all men 
of good will. It cannot be achiev- 
ed by the federal government 
with its vast power wiping out 
freedom 
of choice 
and con- 


tract lor all citizens under the 
guise of providing a new right 
for minority groups. 


"The citizens feel 
strongly 


about this human right of real 
property ownership, and in ev- 
ery instance where they have 
had an opportunity to express 
their views at the polls they 
have decisively exhibited their 
attitude. In ever referendum on 
the subject, forced housing has 
been overwhelmingly rejected.
